How tha Mt. Jswis OB Jlnlldlnn qobene

Is Said to Have Beea Floated,
The row which has ooourrrd between the pro-

moters ot the project to put up a flfteon-Btor- y

office building on the site nt the St. James Ho-
tel, which has got Into court In a controversy
over a division of profits, has brought to light
about as clever a scheme for floating a big en-
terprise on wind as this city has seen In many a
day. The men who ooncelved this Idea and who
are now quarreling over the profits are IL Dn-rn-

Cheever, manager of the Okonlte
Company (limited) of 53 D road way t Oharles
A. Uhoover. who used to be connected
with the New Vork Deltlng and Pack-ln- g

Company! Dwlght W. Dowles, son
of the editor of tho Slirtnc"!!"! JlrpuMlfari, and a
newspaper man ln this city, and one John L.
Martin, As far as can bo learned, these four
clover men conceived the Idea that It would be
a good thing to put up a big offlce building
somewhere about the neighborhood of Droad-wa- y

and Twonty-slxt- h or Twenty-sevent- h

street. The fact that nono ot them had the two
or three millions that each a building would
cost was not to stand In the way ot the eehome.
The four set to work, first to find a site, which
could be secured for purchase, and Anally pur-
chased upon satisfactory conditions. Then
It became necessary to find some ono
to advanco tho'blndlng money to hold the land,
an arohttect who would draw plans ot the build-
ing, some monetary Institution which would
lend all that was needed, and a builder who
would take a contract for tbe construction of
the building and aocept part of his pay In bonds
and stocks of a corporation which was to be
formed to stand as owner ot the building. That
success was attained In all of this appears to bo
true, for It Is upon this allegation that tbe
Cheeversand Dnwles are snclng Mr. Martin.

They allege that when the tlual negotiations
took place, for certain reasons this work was
left to Martin, who was to act in his own name.
Martin carried on the negotiations successfully
and made a profit out of them, but Instead of
offering to divide up J100.000 or so, which his
partners bslievcd he would have for them, he
only acknowledges having made a profit of
about SA.000. That there was a possibility of a
profit ot $100,000 In merely organizing a scheme
to put up a big building without a dol-
lar of capital Is Interesting. According
to Mr. O. W. Brooks, who Is coun-
sel for the plaintiffs, there should havo
been three sources for this profit. The
first of tneae was from tbe custom nf land own-
ers to pay a commission for the making of a salo
ot this land. The St. James Hotel belonged to
the Spofford estate. It Is assumed that the
Spofford estato paid the usual 1 per cent, com-
mission for the sale of tbe hotel and Us site,
and that Mr. Martin arranged to get half of
this commission for himself and his asso-
ciates. This might have been either in
cash or bonds, for the Spofford estate
was to take part ot Its par ln bonds. The
contractor who was to build the house would
take psrtot his par in stock and bonds, and In
this way a raancln of equity would be left upon
the new building and lis site to make It possible ''

to borrow money for purchase and building.
Tho second source of profit alleged was from
borrowing tbe money. This had beeu arranged
with a big life Insurance company through a
broker, aud lt Is assumed that the broker di-
vided bis customary 1 per cent- - commission
with Mr. Martin. The third source of profit
was more direct. In order to get possession of
the property it was necessary to pay 350,000
down. This, lt Is alleged, was borrowed from
a man In Philadelphia, and he was to tret a
bonus for Its use and whsu the money was raised
from th Insurance company and tho property
transferred to the newly formed St. James Com-
pany, It Is assumed that ln making the transfer
that tho property went to the new corupanv at n
profit of $T5.00f er so over what the Stafford
estate was to get for It. Out of this profit, which,

14 to be collected in bonds and tho man
ln Philadelphia was to get bis bonus and the
rest was to be divided among the projectors ot
the scheme.

Such. In a general way, was the scheme, as It
was told by Lawyer lirooks Tuesday. Mr.
Martin's ride of the story has not been made

yet. The hruring on the motion tofiubltc from rolleitlng any of tho commis-
sions or profits arising from the transactions
mentioned will be hod on Friday.

BIG ED RICE ARRESTED.

ACCUSItD OF noonixo A noJUAN
IN A cnoss-Toir- N CAU.

no Has Ttofcbsd Jlanke. Picked Pocket.
Dnaeoed, and dwindled Twentr or
1IU Firtr-elcb- t Tears Bpent In .lall-U- ss

Crossed the Continent SOO Times,
Edward Rice, a bank burglar, known to tho

pollco all over the country as Dig Ed Rice, was
arretted on Tuesday afternoon by Detective
Mlllmoro of the West Twentieth street station
on a charge of larceny,

Mrs, Emily Cohen of SB Montgomery street,
Jersey City, when rldlug across town on a
Twenty-thir- d street horse car with her mother-in-la- w

on Tuesday afternoon, tried to signal the
conductor to stop tho car at Eighth avenue. She
was prevented from doing so by two men who
stood directly In front of her and so closo to her
that she was unable to rise to her feot,

"Will you kindly move and let me get up t"
said Mrs, Cohen to the larger of tho two men.

" No," was the laconic response.
Dy an effort the two women managed to get

to their feet. They brushed past the two men
and made their way to tho rear platform of tho
car. Then Mrs. Ooheu noticed that her mother-in-law- 's

pocketbook, which had boon hanging
to hor waist, was missing. It had beeu cut clean
off. and tho two straps which held It wire dan-
gling from her belt.

Mrs. Cohen ran back In the car and, grabbing
the large man, began screaming:

"Help! heipl This man Is a thief I"
The other passengers became excited and ran

out of the oar, but the big man simply smiled.
"You've made a mistake." be sold calmly;

" really, you've made a very awkward mistake."
"No. I haven't," cried Mrs. Cohen. "I know

you. You and that other man got In our way
and Insulted me when I spoke to you."

"I really apologlte, my dear madam," eatd
the man, " I'm awfully sorry If I've been rude."

It was Just at this stage of the conversation
that Detective Mlllmoro came along and was
summoned by tho conductor, who knew him.
He recognized tbe large man as Dig Ed Illoe,
and arrested him. Tno other man had disap-
peared, and the stolen pocketbook, whloh con-

tained about $4, apparently went with him, for
It was not found on Dice,

When arraigned In the Jefferson Market
Police Court yesterday Rloe gave his name as
E. Crosby Rice. He declared that ho was Inno-

cent, but was held for examination.
Rico Is now about SS years old. Ho Is a large

and muscular man, with a pleasant face and a
courteous manner. In all his criminal career
he has never been known to loso his presence of
mind, and Is Invariably the pink of courtesy to
his victims, even after they have caught him In
the aat ot robbing them. He was born ln this
country. In early life he worked for a short
time as a clgarmaker, and that Is the trade at-

tached to his name In the big book of records
compiled by Dyrnes and now at Police
Headquarters.

As a matter of fact. Rice has been a rogue
since be was old enough to carry on a swindle.
Twenty years of his life have been spent In
prisons ln different parts of the country, and in
each jail that he has been cuntlutd lu ho has
left behind him a record as a model prisoner.

As an man Klce ha few equals in
this country. lie has laH en a crack at almost
everything in his life. Ho has broken Into
banks, picked pockets, operated big swindles,
worked bunco games by the ecore, robbed hotels
and boarding nouses, swindled nt cards, sold
Kold bricks, and dealt In fake Jewelry ln these
various operations he Is credited with having
crossed the country from the Atlantic to tho
Pacitlo oter UO0 times.

In 1870 Rice, together with Horace Hovan.
alias I.lltlo Horace, a famous cracksman, and
another crook, whose name the police will not
give, as he has since roformed and Is leading a
respectable life, planned a robberv of the vaults
of a bank at Halifax, N. S. They succeeded In
getting In tbe bank, and, blowing open a safe,
extracted S'JO.UOO In bills. This money was In-

trusted to Hlcc, as ll was not thought wise t
divide it then. Ittnrned out to be a fortunate
arrangement, for while Rice, who left the bank
first, got away safely, bis companions encoun-
tered a watebnian In coming out, and in tho
right that enaned botb wero raptured. They
were awaiting trial when Rice put himself lu
communication Kith the officers of the
banc. He told them that a refasal on their part
to prosecute would save the men, and said that
on their promise not to push the case he would
return every dollar of the money stolen from
tho banx. The officers of tbe bank snapped at
the opportunity to eel the stolen money back,
aud readily agreed not to prosecute Hovan and
the other man. Rice sent the money hack with-
out auy further dickering, and the bank officors
remained true to their promise. Tho two
prlboners were releoeed when tho case was
called for trial, as there was nu one lo prosecute.

ln 1HH0 and 1HH1 Klce operated extensively In
Dotrolt. He was then work lag with two worthies
named Joe Dubuque and Frank Stewart, They
rubbed the bunkinc huuse of Flshor. Preston A
Co. of Jo.000 In July. 1A80, and ln April of tho
following year mado elaborate plans to loot a big
Jewelry store In Detroit. They got In the store
all right, and rrom a small safe managed to vet
S72H worth of diamonds. Defers they could
tackle tho larger safes they were scared off by a
watchman, who chased them, and managed lo

a glimpse of their faces as the ran. Ills
fscrlptlon satisfied tbe police that Rice and

his pals had committed the robbery, and the
were traced to Rochester, where they were ar-
rested on April 'JO, 1HH1.

Detwsen these two burglaries there had been
atonre or more nf smaller ones ln Dctrult. in
many of which Rice and his pals doubtless had
a hand. When Rice was taken bark on a requi-
sition an additional oharge of robbing the First
National Dank of Detroit was made against
him. Ills friends raisrd enough money to ball
him out In September, 1KM, and. Just as soon
as he was released, ha made tracks for the East.
Ills ball was forfslted. and detectives were sent
out to catch IMm. After chasing him around
for nearly four years they caught him In
Syracuse In July. 1HH5, and took him
back to Detroit. There he denied hav-
ing anything to do with tho First Notional
Dank robbery, and said that It had been
committed by Joseph Harris, a crook who was
then keeping a saloon In Chloago. Detectives
went after Harris, and he was arrested no July
JO. 18NB. In Chicago, and brought to Detroit.
Rice's plausibility won him a discharge from a
Istrolt magistrate before whom he was exam-ne- d.

While he was walking out of the court
room an officer from Ohio arrested him for a
bnrglary committed In Cincinnati several
months before.

(Ice in the burglary. He caught Ouerln. and

the same day, June 11, IRrin, nailed Rice on the
street, (loth men stood trial for the burglary,
but. while Ouerln was convicted and got four
years. Rice got an acquittal.

He went to Detroit next, and began buncoing
countrymen, Unsold a nice new gold brick to
a farmer for $3,500, and on Oct. 1'--', 1HK7. was
arrested. He had enough of the money left
after his arrest to square the farmer, and thus
escaped Jail, but he hail only been free a few
weeks when Canadian officers arrested him for
robbing tlw safe of the Canadian Express Com-
pany at Port Hope.

lie Wan Ono or the Trneteeeof the Old Iry
Goods Merchant's Estate, and the Hue.
hand of Una of tha Helm Charsxen that
lie Took Aboat 8S,O0O,OOO for Illateeir.

Olannl Dettlnl, once a Lieutenant In the Ital-

ian army and now a dealer In phonographs,
with an office In the Judas building, 110 Fifth
avenne. Is the authority for n statement that tho
great estate of the lato William Lotllmer of
this city has been despoiled of millions, and that
John Dloodgood, the broker, who died recently,
was responsible for the losses. Mr. DettlnPs
opportunities for knowing about the affairs of
the Lottlmer estate came from the foot that his
wife, who was Miss Abbott, Is a granddaughter
of William Lottlmer and one of tbe heirs to tho
millions which Mr. Lottlmer accumulated In
the dry goods business.

When Mr. Lottlmer died he left an estate
worth between two and threo million dollars In
personal property, besides a considerable quan-
tity of real estate. The real estate consisted of
part of tho property which was afterward used
for thn Hotel Drunswlck and some houses and
lots up town. All of the real estate was to go
directly to Mr. Lottlmer's children, but the
personal property, consisting of stocks and
bonds, was to be held In trust. Its Income to go
to Mr. Lottlmer's children and the principal, at
the deaths of the children, to go to his
grandchildren. Mr. Dettlnl declares that John
Dloodgood has dissipated tho whole of tbe for-

tune ot the grandchildren.
Mr. Lottlmer left fire chlldren- -a son. Wil-

liam A. Lottlmer. and four daughters. One of
these daughters married John Dloodgood i one
married a Mr, Abbott, and, after bis death, be-

came tho wife of William L. Pomeroy, a wool-te- n

dealer ln Churoh street! another married
William L. Pomeroy's son. Hand ford B. Pome-
roy, and tbo fourth Is the wife of J. A. Jones of
01 West Stxty-etght- h street.

Mr. liOttltner's will provided that his estate
should be administered by his old partner, Je-
rome L. Hill; his eon. William A. Lottlmer, and
his John Dloodgood. Tbo dry goods
commission and Importing business.ln which Mr.
Lottlmer had made his money, was wound up
within about a year after his death. All of
the property remained under the administra-
tion of the trustees and executors because the
real estate remained undivided.

The Hotel Drunswlck wns a profitable bonse,
and the real estate earned a good Income, the
millions of the personal estate were supposedly
profitable, and everything went nlong smoothly
for a few years, and thenIt was discovered that
Trustee UU1 hod stolen about $300,000 from
tho citato.

The securities of tho estate were kept In a safe
In the Metropolitan Safe Deposit Company's
vaults and each of tbo three trustees bad a key
tn this safe. There Mas an agreement between
the three thai the safe should never bo
opened except wh'n two or all of the
trustees were prrsenU but there was noth-
ing to force a compliance with this agree-
ment- Mr. Hill bad been speculating In
Wall street, and having lost his own money
he went to the vault and got e.100.000 worth
of the Lottlmer recurltes and spouted these
to make good his accounts, hoping for a turn of
tbe market which would make him whole
again and enable htm lo return tho securities.
Mr. 1III1 was worth $300,000 wheu he began
speculating In the street, and this money and
the $300,000 of the Lottlmer estate ns all Inst
ln a yenr. The brokers Into whoso bands tho
lottlmer securities passed nerol. D. Newcombe
A Co.. Lockwood A. Cro-ina- and Work.
O'Kcefe it Co. Hill was removed from his
plate us executor aud trustee, and he dlsap--

aied.
Alter that the affairs of tbo estate were In the

hands of llllain A. Lotllmer and John Dlood-
good. Tbe office of thecstate Is at 44 Exchange
place, and Mr. William A. Loltlmer has his
office there, too. Mr. Lottlmer lives at Stamford,
Conn.

tha Windsor Terrace Chnrch.
Tbo affairs of tho Windsor Terrace M. E.

Church In tbe Flatbush district In Iirooklyn
are seriously disturbed, owing to the existing
trouble between the Rev. Dr. Henry Aston, tho
pastor, and the trustees. Dr. Aston, who has

'had forty years experience In tho ministerial
harness, was sent to the Windsor terrace church
by the New York East Conference in Arrll lost
with a view to revlvo Its drooping prosperity'
but his labors have not apparently been crowned
with success.

Tho congregation Is eald to have steadily de-

clined, many ot tho members ally lng themselves
with the Lenox Road Church. On his arrival ln
Drooklyn Dr. Aston and his wlfo went to live at
the homo of T. J. Hemma, ono ot the trustees,
Aboat thrca weeks ago Dr. Anion was re-

ported as having disappeared, but It was
found that he hod quietly slipped oft to
visit tho Sing Sing camp mcotlng without
even notifying his wife of his movements. The
fact that lio bad taken this step without ac-
quainting the trustees caused much unfavor-
able comment among the congregation, and the
trustees ttvo weeks ago decided lo close up the
churoh for an Indefinite period and discontinue
the Sunday school until tbo fall of tbe jenr.

A weuk ueo last Sunday Dr. Aston had tho
church opened, and mnt a substitute to occupy
the pulpit, and last Sunday he officiated him-
self. On both occasions the attendance was
very limited, the Lenox Road Church attracting
the major part of Dr. Astnn's flock. There was n
new turn In the situation a few days ago, when
Trustee Hemma and his family closed up their
bouse and went to tho country, thus virtually
dislodging Dr. Aslor and forcing him to seek
new quarters. Deforo this change occurred
Mrs. Aston had taken her departure from tho
house, and the Windsor terrace gossips whis-
pered that there bad been a disagreement be-
tween her and her husband, and that she would
probably not return. Dr. Aston mot cd his furni-
ture and other effects from Trustee Hemmn's
bouse to tho church parlors, and his
home has since been virtually in tbo
churoh, the organ loft furnishing his sleeping
quarters. It Is said that he took this step with-
out consulting the trustees, and that legal
measures may be taken to dislodge him. Dr.
Aston cannot be deprived of his pastorate, but
the trustees may freeze him out by withholding
his salary, and tboto tootles will probably be
adopted.

Dr. Aston admits that tho trouble In tho church
has reaohed an acute stage, but he denies that
there is any serious domestic upheaval. He
said: "The church asked for a good pastor and
promised mo $1,W00 a ) ear. They now say they
cannot afford to pay tbls and that they only
need a student on Sundays. As to my wife, I
have had my little vacation and I suppose that
she Is taking hers. I understand that she at
first went on a visit to her sister
and that she Is now at Mount Tabor with tho
Hemma family. When the Ilemmas went
away they told mo I could take awav what
articles nf furniture I needed. Tho reports that
my family Is at enmity with mo are false and
are traceable to those who wish to destroy a life
of happiness and usefulness."

It Is suld the trouble Is likely to result In the
consolidation of the Windsor Terrace and Lenox
Road churches.
